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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art does not teach a method of processing a substrate, wherein depositing 
a silicon carbide barrier layer, a silicon carbide material (anti-reflective coating) and a 
silicon carbide etch stop and wherein the silicon carbide material has a dielectric 
constant of less than about 5 and has a reflectivity of about 7 percent or less at 
ultraviolet wavelengths, and depositing a photoresist layer adjacent the etch stop. 
Also, prior art does not teach a method of processing a substrate, wherein 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
